Launch Party Goes Over Darn At Grand 


Rapids-Viotims Known 


In Rhinelander. 


One of the saddesl drowning acci- 


dents on the Wisconsin River oc- 
curred late Tuesdav night at Grand 
Rapids uhen a launch containing 
eight young people of tliat city was 
swept through a sluice way In the dam. 
Four of the party were drowned. The 
dead are Miss Ruth Bogoger, aged 17; 
Miss lietsle Anderson, aged 16: Miss 
M_ary Fors, aged 16; and Ralph Ander- 
son aged 18 years. 


All of the victims are well known 


to many residents of Rhinelander, 
Their parents are numbered amongr 
the oldest and most respected people 
of Grand Rapids. - 


The young people were returning 


from a "marshmallow" party up the 
river. The night was very dark ami 
liaving no lights on the launch the 
bqat^got_slightly out of its course and 
drifted rapidly toward the dam. The 
motor was not strong enough to carry 
the party out of danger and the 
launch went through the sluice way. 


Tlie survivors saved themselves by' 


clinging to the overturned boat. 


Only one of the bodies had been re- 


covered up to late yesterday. Miss 
Esme I»oian. one of the survivors, 
who is a cousin to Edward Itoveyof 
this city and who lias many friends 
here' writes her cousin this story of 
the tragedy.- 


When Ralph Anderson told us to 


cling to the boat, this was the lirst 1 
realized tliat there was any danger. 
We almost immt-dlately entered the 
open gate and some terrible Jar threw 
us all into the bottom of the boat: 
Ralph Anderson was clinging to me 
at the time but I never saw him 
after we r^s^-ed througli. The boat 
turned over but righted itself asralrr. 
When we finally lodged on" the rock 
from which we were rescued there 
were only four of us clinging to the 
boat and I never could have main- 
tained my position there had not one 
of my companions held me partly out 
of the water. We were In the water 
about an hour and were just about 
ready to give up all hope when the 
rescue party reached us."
